Jordan la a very weak state which has 
i.. Jong been Jn danger of being gobbled up by 
one or another of Its neighbors. Almoat from 
the outset It has lacked both the quality of 
political leadership and the economic sub- 
i.', jtancB to endure effectively .as an Inde- 
" pendent nation. 

The federation of'thcso two leaves Iraq 
free to remain In the Baghdad pact, though 
It does not brlnft Jordan Into that fol(t Ob- 
iervers are puzzling over the question of how 
half a country that Is supposed to be unified 
I J - In Its major respects can be geared for the 
" ' defense establishment the pact requires, 
■ while the other half la not. 
" There la naturally considerable-fear, there- 
■ ton, that the Iraq-Jordan merger really Im- 
r perils the pact, which would be of little value 
i' without Iraq. ■.- - 

" The Iraqi may decide that the success of 
: the federation la more vital than their con- : 
'^tlnUed"pact"TnemberBhlp.- Furthermore." re- ■ 
ports abound that Saudi Arabia might Join 
the federation if Iraq were free of pact ties. 
— ^Oibthirr*i}Ki3pecriDom3rTJio-Anib-rcdcrTi"- 
'' tlon might at some future time link up with 
the United Arab Republic of Egypt and Syria. 

This would not be likely bo long as Egypt's 
President Nasser stood to dominate the en- 
tire union, since opposition to him Is one of 
the prlnje factors that draws Iraq, Arabia 
and Jordon together In interest. 

Such an enlai^ed federation would hardly 
have a pro-Western orientation even with- 
out Nasser as Its head. Even the present 
Arab ledemtlon would be of questionable 
value as a defense bulwatlc obould Iraq be 
divorced from the Baghdad agreement. 

Old patterns are crumbling In the Twiddle 
East. Only the most Bktllful diplomacy— and 
perhaps a broad stroke of luclc— may prevent 
the remaking of the region into new political 
Bhapes that could be endurlngly hostile to 
the free countries of the West. 



STASSEN'S POLITICAL ITCH 
Few men who" know Harold Stassen have 
Imagined that during his tenure as President 
Elsenhower's disarmament aide he abandon- 
ed all political ambition. His determination lo 
■eek the nomination for governor In Pennsyl- 
vania simply confirms that. 

If ha should gain the nod (End then go on 
to win the election, Stassen would be In a 
rare position, for he would then have held 
the governorship of two atates, Minnesota 
and Pennsylvania. 

_ It must be noted, however, that the out- 
look for him In Pennsylvania Is not bright; 
.Btate Hepubllcaa leaders voice no enthusiasm 
over his candidacy, even though they need 
a, "name candidate" to recapture the slate- 
house from the Democrats.- 

Here, as In hls'two unsuccessful bids for 
the OOP presidential nomination In 1048 and 
1952, Stassen encounters resistance. 

He started so ■well. He was a highly effec- 
tive young governor In Minnesota from 1038 
Into Worid war U. He kcynoted the 104O GOP 
convention. He built an enviable ■war record 
In the navy, and was a useful member of the 
V. S. delegation to the UN charter conference 
ftt Ban Francisco in 1045. 

But after he became an avowed presiden- 
tial bidder In 1947 something happened. He 
seemed to press, to try too hard to be too 

many-thlngs-to-townany-pooplB^ 

Judging from tho reactlon of top Pennsyl- 
vania Republicans, tp re-enter the political 
lists In a big way, Harold Stassen haa a tre- 
mendous Job of persuasion ahead of him.

Lawrence' Is employed on a 
month basis. aJ| are other vocational 
■ETiculture teachers. Class Instruc- 



tions are followed throughout the 
year by supervlainff the farmfnn op- 
erations ot the students on' their 
parents' farms. In addition to his 
study- In school each student Is re- 
quhed to conduct a supervised 
farming program where he -puts 
Into actual practice the fanning 
knowledge gained In the classroom. 

Students usually start u fresh- 
men with small projects, such as a 
few chickens, a'plg. a calf and 
acre or two of crops. 

As Students advance they are < 
i!oursged to expand their farming 
programs so that by the time they 
complete high school they have built 
up en Investment In tnimlng large 
enough to permit them to farm on a 
full-time basis. 

In addition lo study of agricul- 
tural production, sUidents receive 
tralr>ing in marketing and problems 
ot farm economics. Considerable 
emphasis Is give to farm mechanic 
trslnlng. 

The national FPA organiiation 
waa laimched In November, lSlB,.ln 
Ksiuas City, Mo, Each slate aiao- 
clation and " each local .chapter 
elects officers annually.

In modem living, man needs much

Walker's grandfather, A. D. Nor- 
ton, settled in IGSS at Sprlnntown. 

small mining camp in Snake riv- 
canyon north of Hansen and op- 
erated a store there until 1B70. Nor- 
ttien sold out and brought 400 
head of Texas cattta Into Uie ( 
keeping them along North Cotton- 
wood creek, 14 miles south of Twin 
Falls. 

Larson's Emndparcnts, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lara L. Lomen, and parents set- 



tled aU... 

berly In' 1874. They built a ranch 
along the creek and began raising' 
catUe. 

According to Walker, when his 
grandfather moved Into the area 
the counlTT waa desert with little 
water, The flat land was covered 
with sagelnush and grass btit the 
hilU, especially tha touth hills, were 
covered with grasi. 

"It waa pretty ROod cattle counlr>- 
although the water holes were 
and tar between." Walker says. 

Only about five other ranchers 
lived in the Immediate vicinity In 
(he lB70'a and lOeO's. Larsen recalls. 
TDffe(her, they owned nearly 30,000 
cattle and about 3.000 horses. 

The seven ranchers were prnc- 
ticaliyihe'onlypeople arounfl-thc 
area exeepUfor a few eowboj's who' 
lived In Rock Creek, a small cowboy 
town' near tho hills south of Klni- 

trly. 

TTie rancher! had rnngeland 
(cndbg an Indeflnlle distance bnck 
ln(o the south hills, west to Salmon 
Palls creek, north to Snake river 
and east to Dry creek. 

The ranchers did very little farm- 
ing except to raise a Utile hay with 
water from Rock creek and to raise 
jardeni. Laricn says. . 

Wagons on the old Qregon troll 
moved steadily through here, Larsen 
recalls, until the Union Paelllc rail- 
road was put through In 183a. Im- 
mlgnints would usunlly slop and 
water their cattle at Rock Creek 
and annln as they crossed Rock 
creek near the site ot the Amalga- 
mated Sugar factory in Twin Fnlls, 
TliB population ot the area num- 



bered about 100 Indians, (Bannock. 
Shoshone and Nei Perce) 50 Chi- 
nese, mostly at Sprlngtown and 50 
fhltes, mostly around Rock Creek 

OUier Rttlcrs, eipeclally sheep- 
men, were discouraned from settling 
in the area, Larsen says. There was 
Utile enough for the people who 
here, and tew people settled 
In .lhe_area,untll_lhc-,Tv,-In_F)ills 
irrigation tract wu opened in ie04. 

In the lO'a and esriy 'eo's suppllts 
for the ranchers wss brought In by 
wsgons from Kcltcn. Utah, about 
no miles to the south. Cattle wi 
driven to Kelton or Elko, Nev.. 
be sold. A cow and calf then tccre 
worth about til and a 3-year-old 
steer sold for about tis, according 
to Walker. 

When Uie railroad was 
throuKh. a ferry was built to 
Snake river above Shoshone falls 
and rnnchera crossed there, taking 
the railroad and getting supplies. 
Although settlers had been In the 
ea for about 20 years and were 
experienced with the climate, they 
had no thought ot the bad winter 
coming In 1S88-'S9. The summer of 
exceedingly dry, according 
(0 Lanen. It was the wont ot the 
drought experienced from IBafl to 
"Ml. 

33ie drouglit and overgrazing 
from '88 to HI were probably the 
reason sagebrush crowded out grass, 
Lsrsen believes. 

"In Augu.^t, 1BS8, was the only 
time T have ever heard ot Rock 
creek being dry at (he Osrrlty ranch 
■ Uie foot ot the south hllta," Lar- 
1 says. 

"The bad winter started before 
Thanksgiving," Larsen reports, 
foot ot snow wu on the ground 
Ttianksslvlng day, and 
trcme cold and deep snow until the 
middle of February'. 



"I am (old It was 43 degrees below 
TO at the coldest." Walker snld. 
Cowboys tried to move the cattle 
from the Snake river to the ranchti 
where there was a little hay, but 
Uie cattle wouldn't move and the 
cowboys froze their faces, hands, 
feel and eara trying to move them. 

By the middle ot February, about 
all 'the hay left was at Strlcker'i 
ranch— at— Rnck- crcek, -Norton'i 
ranches at McMullIn and Cotton- 
wood creeks, and Jones' and Oray'i 
ranch that Salmon dam now covers 
Whatever cattle reached t h os i 
ranches were ted as a community 
project until the hay was gone." 
Walker says, 

In the spring, the catUe count 
showed some 33.000 head missing. 
atMUb a 7& per cent Ias.3. But 
ot the hones survived because they 
could paw through the snow to find 
feed beneath. 

"The smaller ranches did not lose 
nearly as badly as the larger ranch- 
ers who put up little hay for 
,roany cattle," Lancn notes. 

Sparks -Tlnnen, owners of the big- 
Beat catUe herd, had 3D0 registered 
rwa at Dry creek. More than 
era kUled In Uie bad wlnt«r. 
A few cattle wero kUlftd U they 
tumbled Into canyons when they 
walked blindly In tha storms, Lanen 
Bsys, but moat of the cattle perished 
fnim starvation and were found ly- 
ing on the ranges. 

Nearly cver^'one then lived In log 
cabins, Uie logs token from timber 
In (he south hills. Mud mortar 
used to calk the holes between the 
logs, Larsen explalns.UtttwOietlmi 
the mud fell out of tha holes and 
the anow blew Into the cabins. 

"Even though It was so cold and 
the housing was so poor." Lancn 
says, "ITo one that 1 ever heard ol, 
froze to death In our area

Hill hnd memorized most of the 
telephone numbers he used fre- 
quently or had made n list of them. 

When he learned ot the chnnite. 
he Immedtatel; bennn maklnR the

All of the three books ot tele- 
phone numbers are always kept 
near the telephone In Hill's shop 
nnd he can readily find numbers 
In them.
